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THE SITUATION IN NEW YORK 


Clearly Outlined by a Conservative News- 
paper—Every Indication of Dem- 
ocratic Victory. 


New York, November 2.—(Special.)— 
Everybody is figuring on New_York state 
today. Some fear that we are going to 
drop Connecticut in the general shuffle, but 
Indiana and Jersey can be counted in our 
column. If we lose Connecticut we shall 
lament her going but the pick up in Michi- 
gan will fill our quota not to mention the 
many combinations all about. 

Some of the hystorical democratic sheets 
have raised such a cry about republican 
boodle within the last few days that our fel- 
lows are a bit demoralized right now, but 
they are going to rally before election day 
you may bet sure. 

The Albany Argus, a very level-headed 
democratic paper, has this interesting sate- 
ment regarding New York: In the thirty- 
two cities of the state the total number of 
registered voters is 766,115 against 664,- 
365 last year. The thirty cities outside of 
New York and Brooklyn show a personally 
registered vote of 274,604 this year against 
244,314 last year, an increase of 30,000 in 
round numbers. .Last year these thirty 
cities gave a net democratic majority of 
10.000. Four years ago they gave a net 
republican majority of 8,000. If the repub- 
lican claim be true that republican 
voters did not turn out last year, then to 
bring the republican vote up to a point to 
tie the democratic vote in these cities would 
require an increased republican registration 
of 10,000, and to secure in addition the 8,000 
plurality given to Harrison in 1888 an ad- 
dition of 8,000 more registered votes would 
be required making 18,000 republicans out 
of the increase and allowing for an increase 
of only 12,000 democrats. In other words, 
three republicans must have registered for 
every two democrats in this increase of 
30,000. Such certainly has not been the 
fact in Albany, and from the best informa- 
tion obtainable has not been so-in the other 
cities of the interior.

THEY MAKE A. NOISE 


Whether They Succeed in Making Rain 
: : or Not. 

Washington, November 2.—During the 
past week Washington has been treated to 
& series of “booms” that generally occurred: 
in t#e evening and had sufficient force: to 
set the crockery vibrating. These heavy 
detonations, proceeded from a rain-making 
experimental party encamped at Fort Myer 
just across the Potomac. They have not 
been trying to make rain, but to ascertain 
the best and cheapest explosive compound.

BAG VS. BARREL. 


A Heavy Blow at the Cooper Iudustry—How 
Sugar Will Be Shipped. 

Philadelphia, November 2.~The sugar trust 
has contracted for 5,000,000 bags to take the 
place of barrels for shipment of refined su- 
gars. The bags will ‘be. delivered in New 
York, New Orleans and Boston, as well as 
in: Philadelphia. This is by far the greatest 
bag contract’ ever made in the United States, 
The trusts’ teason. for the change from the 
barrel to bag is that bag costs and weighs 
considerably less than its old-time competitor. 
The barrel’s successor is a burlap bag with a 
itsit muslin bag inside and its weight is only 
a pound and a half while that of the barrel 
is twenty-three pounds. Thus the difference 
in freight alone for carrying refined sugar 
to its destination would pay several times 
over for the bag.

THE TRAIN THEY AFTERWARD TAKE 


Comes in Collision with Another One. 
The Wreckage Burned and 
Several Lives Lost. 


London, November 2.—An appalling rail- 
way accident occurred early this morning 
near Thirsk in Yorkshire, by which twenty 
persons were killed and a large number in- 
jured. The express train which leaves 
Edinburgh every evening for London, was 
running at full speed, as it approached 
Thirsk, when ahead of it appeared a heavi- 
ly laden goods train. The engineer of the 
express train reve his engine and put 
on breaks, but the momentum of the heavy 
express was too great and it dashed into 
the goods train making a most terrible 
wreck. 

To add to the horror the carriages caught 
fire and were destroyed. A large number 
of persons from near-by places were soon 
at the scene and did everything possible to 
extricate the dead and injured. The burn- 
ing cars greatly hampered their efforts, but 
had it not been for their bravery the loss 
of life would have been much greater. The 
scene at the wreck was pitiable. Some of 
the bodies taken out of the debris were 
burned beyond all semblance to humanity. 
The clothing had been destroyed and in 
some cases the jewelry worn was melted 
by the intense heat. This will render the 
identification of the dead extremely diffi- 
cult, if not altogether impossible. A wreck- 
ing train was dispatched to the scene as 
soon as the fact of the disaster became 
known. A number of physicians were car- 
ried to the wreck and they at once devoted 


themselves to relieving the sufferings of the 


red. 
re official report of the killed in the fa- 
tal railway accident near Thirsk places the 
number at ten. persons received 
slight injuries and a severe shaking up- 
The signal man who was charged with be- 
ing asleep at his post, has been suspended 
from duty pending an investigation. 
Harrowing Incidents. 

The escape of the occupants of the 
ssielioaa Pullman car was little short of 
miraculous. The wheels were torn off, 
but the body of the coach stood the crash 
with but little damage. Pinioned beneath 
the huge engine, the rescuing party saw a 
woman. She was in. great. agony and 
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enveloped her and she was Duined-+o death 
and her body reduced to ashes. 

The distracted husband of the poor vic- 
tim piteously appealed to the would-be 
helpers to save his wife. The occupants of 
one carriage were imprisoned by the debris 
to help her. Before their eyes the flames 
slowly approaching and suffered. from the 
increasing heat. ‘Terrified beyond measure, 
they shrieked continually for help. They 
were rescued from their horrible position 
in the nick of time. 

The engineer of the experss train, himself 
badly injured and held down in the debris, 
implored the rescuers to save the passen- 
gers. and not mind him. Among the dead 
is Captain Duncan McLeod, of the Forty- 
Second Highlanders, who was proceeding 
to Australia and India. 

The cause of the accident has not yet been 
definitely decided upon, but the fog was 
undoubtedly an important factor.

The party at qnc¢ drove to the geodnds 
and commenced an inspection of the dis- 
plays on the grounds, taking in a few 
of the leading sideshows in order to be 
able to say that they saw it all. 

Governor Northen was enthusiastic in 
his praise of what he saw and pronounced 
the present fair as undoubtedly the best 
that has been held under the auspices of 
the society. In this, Mayor Hemphill con- 
curred. The county displays were pro- 
nounced very far above the average and 
absorbed a large part of the time of the 
visitors. 

The free-for-all race was watched from 
Floral hall by the governor's party. It 
was a magnificent race and the track was 
in excellent condition. Speaking to The 
Constitution correspondent about the fair, 
the governor said: 

“Such an exhibit of the resources of 
Georgia as I find here makes me more 
than ever anxious that Georgia be well 
represented at the world’s fair. It is due 
to the state, and the citizens owe 
it to themselves to see to it that the Em- 
pire State of the south is well repre- 
sented.

Yesterday several prominent citizens 
attracted by the apparent fairness of the 
game went in for small sums and becom- 
ing interested they “dropped their wad.” 
One large merchant and capitalist is said 
to have “bucked. the tiger” and left $116 
in his maw. Another, a physician, play- 
ed also and mourns forty good dollars. 

For some time past there has been talk 
of a raid on the gamblers, but this morn- 
ing the threats culminated into action for 
the arrests were sworn out as stated. 

The grand pull came off at 4:30 p. m. and 
was a surprise all around. Detective ©. 
Avant who was the leading spirit in making 
the arrest, served the warrant on Frank 
Nelson who had leased all the privileges

They are also wanted in Oglethorpe coun- 
ty for larceny, and John Buffington, one of 
them is wanted on a warrant from Jack- 
son. The sheriff of Jones county in which 
the murder was committed that they are 
suspected of, is expected here tomorrow for 
them, but they don’t want to go, They 
prefer to go to Jackson county to answer 
the charges against them there, and have 
been trying all day to get the authorities to 
send them over, hoping to escape the charge 
of murder against them at Monticello. 

It is uncertain which county will claim 
them first, but the authorities here and 
the Macon and Northern railroad people 
are anxious to have tle murder case cleared 
up first.

Georgia’s Prosperous Negroes, 

The Florida Times-Union, in a leading 
editorial, calls attention to the report of 
the comptroller general of Georgia, which 
shows the assessed valuation of the prop- 
erty of negroes in this state to be $14,- 
869,575. 

The above are the figures as given in by 
the negroes themselves; but in reality 
their property, which is not returned at 
its full value, amounts to fully $20,000,- 
000, which is an evidence of the great 
prosperity they are enjoying. 

The Times-Union, eommenting on this, 
says that as the total valuation of prop- 
erty in the state is really over $463,753,- 
534, it may be judged how small a pro- 
portion of the property tax the negroes 
have to pay, and adds: 

Yet in the disbursement of the public reve- 
nue there is no discrimination. In the bene- 
fits derived from the courts, schools, etc., 
the poorest negro shares equally with the 
richest white man. It appears, also, that the 
value of the property owned by the Georgia 
negroes has increased during the last twenty 
years at a rate 50 per cent greater than that 
of the whites has increased. This fact ought 
to satisfy even Judge Tourgee that the 
negroes meet with all the encouragement they 
could desire in their efforts to accumulate 
property. The fact is, the white democrats 
of the south have done everything that lay 
in their power to advance the condition of 
the negroes, while the white republicans of 
the north have done all they could to retard 
their progress. This has not been because 
they bore the negroes any ill will, but be- 
eause they sought to make political tools of 
them for the furtherance of their own selfish 
purposes. Failing to carry out their original 
plans, the republicans have resorted to the 
desperate scheme embodied in the force bill, 
which in practice would operate against the 
material prosperity of all classes in the south, 
and even more against the negroes, because 
they have fewer resources to fall back upon 
in time of business depression than the 
whites have. Let the force bill become a law, 
and, although a few negroes might obtain 
seats in congress, the advancement of the 
race would be arrested as by a deadly blight. 

Our Florida contemporary very properly 
calis this “a dawn of reason,” as far as 
the negroes are concerned, and it is con- 
fident that they appreciate these consid- 
erations and will act accordingly, stand- 
ing squarely by the people who are their 
best friends, and with whom their inter- 
ests are closely allied. Attention is called 
to the resolution which was recently 
adopted by a mass meeting of negroes at 
Memphis, which is as follows: 

Thigty years of devotion and loyalty have 
been actually thrown away, enemies have been 
made and our prosperity impeded through 
our blind devotion. 

Blind devotion to a party which has 
starved them while it feasted; which has 
given them stones for bread, and has 
bought their votes with worthless prom- 
ises! 

There is certainly “a growing senti- 
ment” among the negroes which finds fit 
expression in that Memphis resolution; 
a sentiment which is leading them into 
the right way, and which, if faithfully 
followed, “Will result In“ thei coniplete 
emancipation from the thraldom of re- 
publicanism, and in their material and 
continued prosperity. 

This fact is well understood by the 
intelligent negroes of Georgia, who 
know their friends, and will prove by 
their ballots the faith that is in them, 
while the light of this “dawn of reason” 
sheds a luminous glow on the future of 
their race.

important one is that of taxation. 

All governments live ri taxation, and the 
views of any candidate for mayor upon that 
question are important. 

Mr. Woodward is opposed, he says, to all 
business or occupation taxes, except liquor 
licenses aud the like, and therefore favors, 
as he has stated in debate in council, the 
view that the revennes should derived 
altogether from taxes on prvuperty. 
And as personal property is easily concealed 
when in the eee of bonds, money or notes, 
and is often undervalued by the owners in 
fax returns, his views would result 
in collecting nearly all the revenues from 
taxes On real estate. This is too nearly the 
case even now. In this city real estate 
about $2 in taxes to $1 collected from 
taxes on personalty and business licenses of 
all kinds, including liquor licehses. Much of 
this real estate is vacant and yields no in- 
come to its owners. Much of it is the 
property of non-residents and is taxed for 
the benefit of residents to pay for public and 
tre protection, schools, lights, etc. Probably 
half the taxable value o allLreal estate in 
the city is in the homes €< the ple, a 
little of this in palaces and mansions, but 
the great bulk of it in the cottage homes of the 
poor and middle-class people. Ought this class 
of property to be further discriminated against 
in the matter of taxation? If the situation 
of the city will. authorize a tax reduction, 
ought not these homes to share in the bene- 
fits of such reduction? 

Again it is said that Alderman Woodward 
holds to the ylew that only the net property 
of the citizen should be taxed. Thus, if a 
merchant has $100,000 in stock on April 1, 
1833, bub owes $50,000 on account of the 
purchase of the goods, he ought only to be 
taxed ou the $50,000, on the idea that the re- 
maining $50,000 is not his property until 
paid for. Of course the same rule would be 
applied to all classes of personalty. 

Now, under the law, the whole stock be- 
comes the property of the purchaser tpon 
delivery just as much when unpaid for as 
when fully paid for. 

This scheme violates the state constitution, 
which only authorizes the exemption from 
taxation of certain sorts of pre erty, i. e., 
public property, churches, schools, charities 
and the like, and requires that taxes on all 
other property shall be uniform and ad va- 
oe

plan would equally violate the city 
charter, which reguires city taxes to be 
levied upon all taxable property in the city. 

And the state laws define what is taxable 
property and make no exception in favor of 

roperty uot paid for by the purchaser. A 
ax ordinance making such an exception would 
be void. Our own supreme court held only 
a few years ago that the tax ordinance of 
Savannah was void for fixing a lower rate on 
a certain class of property; and this is not 
merely a proposition to fix a lower rate of 
tax on property not aid for, but 
te not tax it at all, and therefore a more 
glaring and palpable violation of the con- 
stitutional rule against exemptions and re- 
quiring uniform ad valorem taxation. 

Bunt suppose this could be done. One effect 
of it would be to reduce the f{ncome from 
taxes on merchardise one-half, for it is 
reasonably certain that one-half of the goods 
in stock on an average are unpaid for by the 
merchants. Their customers owe them, and 
they in turn owe their creditors. And this 
would discriminate still more harshly against 
real estate, which is always in sight, subject 
to assessments,.and which must pay taxes 
as somebody’s property. 

Another and a worse effect would be to 
clog the wheels of government. And this 
result follows, to a greater or less extent, all 
of the alderman’s suggestions on the subject 
of taxation. 

Equally inexcusable, for example, is his 
proposition to relieve property supplied with 
water from the waterworks and conrected 
with sewers from sanitary taxes. The snug: 
gestion was based on the idea that the 
citizens pay for the sewerage and the water. 
But they also get the benefit of the sewerage 
and water While the citizen outside the sani- 
tary limits cannot get these benefits at any 
price. Besides. no citizen could have his own 
garbage haulet off for $3 a year, the amount 
of the sanitary tax. And there is no propo- 
sition to relieve the suburban owner from 
sanitary tax. He must do without sewers 
and water and pay for hauling off his gar- 
bage, while residents of the sanitary districts 
gets theirs hauled off free. And to see this 
proposition in the fullness of its folly we 
need only to remember that the suburbs are 
now excluded from the sanitary districts for 
want of funds in that department to-pay for 
Serving them. 

The simplest application of the principles 
of arithmetic to Mr. Woodward's tax views 
in their result on the public service will show 
their impracticability. He has been in the 
general council five years. He knows the 
income of the city is not wasted. and that it 
is not too large for the current needs every 
year. He has himself voted every year for 
five years to appropriate and expend every 
dollar of the amount of income from property, 
business licenses and all other sources. : 

Now, to abolish business licenses, as he 
proposes, means a reduction of $60,000 in 
the annual income. To abolish sanitary taxes. 
As he suggests, means a further reduction of 
$30,000. These are his own published estl- 
mates, and make $90,000 reduction. Last 
year three-quarters of a million dollars of 
new bonds were sold. and it is pronosed to 
sell a quarter of a million more—all on ac. 
count of the new waterworks. They bear 
41-2 per cent interest, adding $45,000 to 
the annual interest charge. There is an un- 
paid balance of more than fifty thousand 
dollars on the new station house to be paid 
next year. 

These items—reduction in income, $90,000: 
interest on’ new bonds, $45,000: balance on 
station house, $50,000—amount to $185,000. 

There are other unpaid items, as condemna- 
nation j/money for widening Wheat street 
and Edgewood avenne. etc., which will in- 
yg 0 this sum to $200.000.
